Upon taking the oath in Washing- 
ton yesterday President Chester A. 
Arthur said: 

‘For the fourth time io the history 
of this Republic its Chief Magistrate 

, has been removed by death. All 
hearts’are filled with grief and horror 
at the hideous crime which has dark- 
ened our lund, and the memory of 
our murdered President, his protract- 
ed sufferings, his unyielding fortitude, 
his example and his achievements, his 
life and the pathos of his death wil! 
forever illumine the pages of our his- 
tory. For the fourth time the officer 
elected by the people and ordained 
by the Constitution to fill the vacancy 
so created is called to assume the Ex- 
ecutive Chair. | 

The wisdom of our fathers, fore- 
seeing even the most dire possibilities, 
made sure that the Government should 
never be imperiled because of the un- 
certainty of humap life. Meu may 
die, but the fabrics of our free institu- 
tions remain unbroken. No higher 
nor more assuring proof could exist of 
the strength and permanency of popu- 
lar government than the fact that, 
though the one chosen of the people 
be struck down, his constitutional 
successor is peacefully installed with- 
out shock or strain, except the sorrow 
which mourns the bereavement. 

All the noble aspirations of my la- 
mented predecessor which found ex- 
pression in his life, and the measures 
devised and suggested during his brief 
administration to correct abuses and 
enforce economy, to advance prosper- 
ity and fpromote the general welfare, 
to insure domestic security, and to 
maintain the friendly and honorable 
relations with the nations of the earth, 
will be garnered in the hearts of the 
people; and it will be my earnest en- 
deavor to profit and see that the nation 
shall profit by his example and his ex- 
perience. | 

Prosperity blesses our country. Our 
fiscal policy, as fixed by law, is well 
grounded and generally approved. No 
threatening issue mars our foreign in- 
tercourse, and the wisdom, integrity 
and thrift of our people can be trusted 
to continue undisturbed the present 
assured career of peace, tranquillity 
and welfare. 

The gloom and anxiety which have 
surrounded the country must make 
repose especially welcome now. No 
demand for special -legislation has 
been heard. No adequate occasion is 
appareot for an unusual session of 
Congress. The Constitution defines 
the powers an 1 functions of the Exec- 
utive as clearly as those of either of 
the other Departments of the Govern- | 
ment, and he must answer for the just 
exercise of the discretion which it 
permits. 

Summoned to those high duties and 
responsibilities, and profoundly con- 
scious of their magnitude and gravity, 
I assume the trust imposed by the 
constitution, relying for aid on Divine 
guidance and on the virtue and intel- 
ligence of the American people.”

ized modes of life, to engage in agri- 
cultural pursuits, to endeavor to con- 
torm:to the manner of dress and lan- 
guage of the whites, and the common 
branches of English as far as they are 
susceptible of learning.

To THe Hon. SECRETARY OF THE 
INTERIOk, Wasutnaton, D. C.—Sir: 
We, the undersigned citizens of 
Fort Bidwell, Cal., having a personal 
acquaintance with Chief Ocho-hu,and a 
number of his Indians, do certify that 
said Ocho-ho and his Indians are peice- 
fuliy and kindly disposed towards the 
whites, having, on yarious occasions 
for a number of years, been employed 
at farm labor among the whites.
